on the outskirts of Denver, about 
11:00 o’clock last Sunday night, 
Brother Harvey H. Springer 
brought me and others to Dallas,

Colorado. It was glorious to 
plunge into the Bible School which 
had already started with a great 
day Sunday. 


How God has poured out His 
blessings!

Others may have 
been prejudiced against him be- 
fore they heard him. I know that 
colored singers are often’Used 
merely as entertainment. But no 
spiritually-minded Christian could 
have heard Tindley without real

‘Watching Jesus On The Cross’ 


“And Sitting Down They Watched Him 


(Revival Sermon Preached May 19, 
1937 at First Baptist Tabernacle, 
Englewood, Colorado). 


Now will you pray for me to- 
night? I would like for us to see 
re-enacted here in Englewood the 
crucifixion. The Lord Jesus Christ 
is crucified in Englewood tonight. 
You have a feeling that that hap- 
pened some 1,900 years ago in Je- 
rusalem, but I remind you that the 
Bible says that Christ is the Lamb 
of God which was slain from 
before the foundation of the world. 
The crucifixion is a timeless event 
that happens once in every human 
heart in this world, and perhaps 
many times, and Jesus is as truly 
crucified in Englewood tonight as 
He was on the brow of the little 
hill, called the place of a skull 
outside of the city of Jerusalem 
1,900 years ago. Now Jesus is 
crucified here, and the reason I 
mention it and want to press it 
on you is that I want you to 
imagine with me that you see Je- 
sus on the cross and the people 
sitting down watching Him. For 
the Bible makes clear that men 
today have the same kind of hearts 
as then. Sin is the same now as 
then. Men decide on the same kind 
of basis for Heaven or Hell now 
as they did in Bible times. So I 
lead you, I trust, to the crucifixion 
of the Saviour and the crowd that 
sat down to watch Jesus die. Then 
I am going through and pick out 
this one and that one, and when 
I find your case, you say, “That’s 
me, Lord. That is my case.” 


Watching Jesus on the cross. 
You lost man, I dare you, I chal- 
lenge you—-are you honest and 
square enough to face that thing, 
and when I call your number as 
I go through that crowd and pick 
out this one, and this one and this 
one, and tell why he turned down 
Christ, will you say, “That is I, 


Lord. That is my case?” If so, 
you will be blessed in this service. 

In Matthew the twenty-seventh 
chapter, I begin with verse 26. I 
remind you that before this time 
the Scribes, Pharisees and the 
chief priests had conspired against 
Jesus to have Him crucified. They 
had brought Him before the high 
priest, and then because they could 
not put Him to death, they 
brought Him to Pilate. Pilate 
tried to get out of it, and said, “I 
will just say, ‘I find no fault with 
him,’ but I will crucify Him if 
you say so.”’ 

“26. Then released he Ba- 
rabbas unto them: and when 
he had scourged Jesus, he de- 
livered him to be crucified. 

“27. Then the soldiers of the 
governor took Jesus into the 
common hall, and gathered un- 
to him the whole band of 
soldiers, 

“28. And they stripped him, 
and put on him a scarlet robe. 

“29. And when they had 
platted a crown of thorns, they 
put it upon his head, and a 
reed in his right hand: and 
they bowed the knee before 
him, and mocked him, saying, 
Hail, King of the Jews! 

“30. And they spit upon 
him, and took the reed, and 
smote him on the head.” 

Now, then, look if you will at 
verse 33: 

“33. And when they were 
come unto a place called Gol- 
gotha, that is to say, a place 
of a skull, 

“34. They gave him vinegar 
to drink mingled with gall: 
and when he had tasted there- 
of, he would not drink. 

“36. And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, cast- 
ing lots: that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by the 
prophet, They parted my gar- 
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here”’

ments among them, and upon 
my vesture did they cast lots. 
“37. And sitting down they 
watched him there;” 
Now, watching Jesus on the 
cross. “And sitting down they 
watched him there.” 


“38. And set up over his 
head his accusation written, 
THIS IS JESUS THE KING 
OF THE JEWS.” 


And then come a little closer and 
you find that the centurion stood 
by and as he saw the earthquake 
and saw Jesus die and heard what 
He said, this centurion said, “Tru- 
ly this was the Son of God.” If 
you turn to the book of John, you 
will find the Jesus turned and said 
to John, “Behold thy mother,” and 
to His mother, “Woman, behold 
thy son.” Then in Luke the 24th 
chapter there was the case of the 
thieves, and one railed on Him and 
said, “Get us down from here if 
you are the Son of God. Get us 
down from here.” The other turned 
and said, ‘Dost not thou fear God, 
seeing thou art in the same con- 
demnation? And ‘ve indeed just- 
ly: for we receive the due reward 
of our deeds: but this man hath 
done nothing amiss.” Turning to 
Jesus, he said, “Lord, remember 
me when thou comest into thy 
kingdom.”” And Jesus said, “To- 
day shalt thou be with me in para- 
dise.”’ 

Now I say we have something of 
the pattern of the whole human 
race here. Another man, we are 
told here in Matthew, was there. 

“57. Wher the even was 
come, there came a rich man 
of Arimathea, named Joseph, 
who also himself was Jesus’ 
disciple. 

“58. He went to Pilate, and 
begged the body of Jesus. 
Then Pilate commanded the 
body to be delivered.

“59. And when Joseph had 
taken the body, he wrapped it 
in a clean linen cloth, : 

“60. And laid it in his own 
new tomb, which he had hewn 
out in the rock: and he rolled 
a great stone to the door of 
the sepulchre, and departed.” 


Now turn to John, and the 
Scripture says this man Joseph 
was a disciple of Jesus, but secret- 
ly for fear of the Jews. Then 
turn to the fifteenth chapter of 
Mark and we find there that he 
came in boldly and demanded the 
body of Jesus. 


Now we have some picture of 
those that watched Jesus on the 
cross, and I want to call your at- 
tention to them. Can you imagine 
that here we have the cross of 
Christ tonight? Brother Springer, 
Jesus has been crucified afresh in 
this tabernacle many, many times 
in these last few days as I have 
preached and held up this dear, 
beloved Saviour, and I have tried 
to make you see the blood drip- 
ping down from His side, His 
hands and His feet. I wonder how 
many people here tonight have 
turned down Jesus afresh in your 
heart and are tonight ready to do 
it again. Jesus is crucified in this 
tabernacle in Englewood and in 
your own home. I remind you that 
this is a timeless event with nei- 
ther beginning nor end in the mind 
of Ged. Jesus was crucified be- 
fore the world began. The first 
time sin came in Jesus was cruci- 
fied afresh and until the time 
comes when the last sinner will be 
sent to hell, until that time, Jesus 
will be going through the agony 
of the crucifixion, pouring out His 
soul to death, and then forgiving 
those that trust Him. 


It was a great crowd there that 
day. There must have been multi- 
plied thousands, perhaps ten or 
fifteen or twenty thousand people. 
During the day while He hung 
there, from nine in the morning 
until three in the afternoon or be- 
yond, I suppose there must have 
been a hundred thousand people 
there. They were there for the 
Passover feast from all over the 
country. They must have come in 
a constant stream by the Cross 
and others sat down to see the 
show for the entire six or eight 
hours, to watch the slowly ebbing 
away of life as Jesus was pouring 
out His blood for sinners. I want 
you to see it if you can. 


Here are some officials here by 
the cross, and somewhere out there 
is Pilate, for the Scripture says 
he came and nailed on the cross 
the accusation, “This is Jesus of 
Nazareth, the King of the Jews.” 
The two thieves were there. The 
crowd was there that said, “Cru- 
cify Him!’’ The brutal soldiers and 
the wicked Pharisees and some 
Christians were there. 


Now let’s look at these Chris- 
tians. Only two that we know for 
sure were right there by the cross 
of Jesus. In Matthew the twenty- 
seventh chapter we are told of the 
women who came from Galilee that 
they were beholding afar off. 
Among these were Mary Magda- 
lene and Mary, the mother of 
James and Joses. Two or three of 
these good women followed Jesus 
all along and they were there at 
the crucifixion but they were not 
right up by the cross. There were 
other Christians somewhere in that 
crowd. Two, we know, were right 
up near, and I begin with them. 
And if Jesus was crucified in En- 
glewood, I would like to be one 
of those right up against the cross. 
You had just as well settle this— 
how many here are called of God 
preach? Six. All right, my broth- 
er preacher, you had just as well 
face it. Before this world our place 
is by the cross. There is a re- 
proach on the cross. Alj the peo- 
ple that hate Jesus Christ ought 
to hate us, too. But we ought to 
be right up close and bear all we 
ean of the shame that falls on 
Him. Here are a few, but where 
are the rest? People are afraid to 
get too close to the cross and be 
involved in the reproach of Jesus. 
Remember the Bible tells us in 
Hebrews the 13th chapter, “Let us 
go forth therefore: unto: him with- 
out the camp, bearing his re- 
proach.”” The Lord Jesus Christ 


| suffered outside the camp, out of 


the favor of the people. Let us 
go with Him outside where the 


*-your children.” 


people despise Him. That is where 
these were. John was there, and 
so was Mary the mother of Jesus. 


My friends, Mary was for the 
first time realizing what Simeon 
said to her when he took the Baby 
Jesus in his arms when she and 
Joseph went in to the temple. 
“Yea,” he said, “a sword shall 
pierce through thine own soul al- 
so.’ She never quite knew what 
all that meant until this time. She 
knew she was to be the mother 
of the Son of God and was glad. 
She dreamed He would be the King 
that would reign on David's throne, 
and I.am glad He will be. But 
she never realized this would come! 
Oh, the agony when she saw Je- 
sus dying on the cross for her 
sins and mine! Mary was right 
there by the cross. She could hear 
the dripping of the blood from His 
hands and feet and from His head 
from the crown of thorns, The 
flesh was torn and the blood was 
dripping, dripping from the hands 
and feet where the giant spikes 
were driven between the ankles 
and in the palms of his hands. 
His brow was pierced with thorns, 
and He was stripped naked. He 
hung there, and said, “I thirst,” 
and said, “My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?” And 
right near the cross of Jesus were 
Mary and John. 


I wonder in this First Baptist 
Tabernacle among the Christians 
here tonight, how many can say, 
“T am near the cross of Christ?” 
You couldn’t be near the cross un- 
less you can say, “Father, for- 
give them, for they know not what 
they do.” You couldn’t be near the 
cross unless you could say, “Don’t 
be worrying about me. Pray for 
yourselves, pity yourselves and 
You couldn’t be 
near the Cross unless you felt like 
Jesus did about it. You cannot. be 
near the Cross in any real sense 
unless you have some of the agony 
Jesus had for sinners, and you, too, 
pour out of yourself like Jesus did 
for sinners. How close are you? 


I would like to be one of the 
inner circle Christians. It is a 
strange thing that when Jesus 
went on the mount of transfigura- 
tion, that only Peter, James and 
John went with Him. I have al- 
ways wondered about that and 
thought the rest were too lazy to 
climb the hill. “Go on,” they said, 
“we will stay down here.” They 
didn’t want to go. They could have 
gone, but didn’t want to. When 
Jesus was in the Garden of Gethse- 
mane, He said to Peter, James, and 
John, “Come a little further with 
me, won’t you? Can’t you watch 
with me one hour?” They all could 
have been there. I would like it 
if the dear Lord Jesus would count 
me worthy to suffer shame for 
Him. The apostles rejoiced that 
they were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for His name, in the fifth 
chapter of Acts. Wouldn’t it be 
wonderful if the dear Lord would 
pick me out and say, “John, I am 
going to let you be in the inner 
circle with those who are fit to 
suffer.’ I would have the sneers 
and ostracism and hatred of this 
world. It might even be like Paul 
said, the beloved Paul, “I bear in 
my body the mark of the Lord Je- 
sus.” Very few are worthy to suf- 
fer like that. I wonder what most 
of you have come here for. Did 
you come because there are sin- 
ners here to be won, to pray for 
the Service? A lot of people only 
come to warm benches, to fill up 
the classes. I wish somebody would 
go out and weep over sinners and 
show them how to get saved and 
lead them to Jesus. You say you 
don’t know what tp say, or you 
are afraid they won’t listen. There 
are just a few inner circle Chris- 
tians. 


When Jesus raised the twelve 
year old girl from the dead, He 
took just three with Him and shut 
out. the rest. Some people say, 
“Well, I_believe the day of mir- 
acles is past.” It is past for ev- 
erybody but Peter, James and 
John, The rest thought she was 


asleep. Miracles are past except. 


for those in the inner circle. That 
is one reason that people do not 
believe that Jesus is the same. He 
is the same for some folks. You 
are too far from the cross. You 
are not an inner circle Christian. 

My friends, let us come back and 
resolve that we will face that 
scorning crowd. Maybe you have 


been ashamed to be seen near the 
cross. Maybe you say, “My life is 
so I can’t stand the white glare of 
the publicity that goes with the 
cross of Jesus Christ.’ Let’s put 


first things first and get right up 3 


ciose to the cross. 


Jesus had a commission. Here ~* 


is His widowed mother now, and 
His brethren. The brothers of Je- 
sus were lost boys. Perhaps none 
of them were converted until about 
Pentecost or the death of Christ. 
At Pentecost they were waiting 
and praying. Here none of them 
were saved. Here is His mother. 
He said, “Oh, I have got to have 
somebody that is right here by 
the cross. John, this is my moth- 
er. Take her and make her your 
mother.”’ And John took her home 
with him that day. Jesus must 
have rejoiced even in sorrow that 
He could turn His mother over to 
that disciple. There was Mary. 
Maybe she couldn’t do much, but 
she could be an inner circle Chris- 
tian by the cross. Where do you 
stand tonight? I have preached 
on this subject many times, but 
tonight it dawns on me that there 
is a price to pay to be an inner 
circle Christian. 

An evangelist, I tell you frank- 
ly, has the advantage of a pastor. 
He is out in the white hot heat of 
revival work. A pastor little by 
little with so many other things, 
so many details, will be drawn 
away from right up against the 
cross. Then one loses the passion 
and bursting heart for sinners. 


Pastors often lose that. Oh, if we - 
don’t beware, we will not be the 
inner circle Christian. A pastor » 


has to see the sick, and organize 
classes, and take collections, make 
announcements, get word in the 
papers, and has a thousand things 
to do. He has to send flowers here, 
do this, and counsel with this com- 
mittee, see the brethren, meet with 
the board of deacons, until after 
a while, the first thing you know, 
you have forgotten about the cross. 
You had better stay right up by 
the cross, right by the warm heart 
of the dying Saviour so you can 
hear the sigh of Jesus. It will 
keep you out of trouble. 

I spoke one time on, “I Thirst,” 
and in my heart as I preached it, 
I felt a little bit of the holy thirst 
of Jesus for sinners, His giving up 
of all that is desired for His own 
body, His self abstinence, and self 
denial. Oh,. the cross of Jesus! 
Oh, that we might be inner circle 
Christians like Mary, and like 
John! What kind of a Christian 
are you? I didn’t hit you that 
time, I am afraid. 


Other kind of Christians were 
there, too. Yonder is Simon Peter. 
I don’t know where, but maybe 
away out yonder were some of the 
other disciples. He just couldn’t 
get away from this business. Out 
there somewhere maybe—he didn’t 
get very close—is old Simon Pe- 
ter. I know just about how he felt. 
I am about to give way on my- 
self. I know too much about Peter. 
I have been right along there. I 


have been in the same devilment . 


of Simon Peter. I know about 
where Simon Petér’was. He wasn't 
up there very close. He was out 
hiding, because last night, or early 
in the morning hour he had de- 
nied Jesus and cursed and swore 
he didn’t know what they were 
talking about. “Blankety, blank,” 
he said, “I am not one of them.” 
And then Jesus turned and looked 
at him. He said; “I can’t bear that 
look. I won’t get close enough for 
Jesus to see me. I can’t stand that 
dying look of the Saviour.” Peter 
was out there broken hearted, and 
he says to himself, “I am out of 
the ministry. I am gone, ruined! 
I denied Jesus! I cursed and swore 
that I didn’t know Him. Nobody 
will have any confidence in me 
any more.” Poor Simon Peter. . 


I wonder if you are here tonight 
that way. Some way the Lord Je- 
sus has looked down in your heart, 
and you turned away and wept 
because you aren’t cleaned up, 
because you are not fit to be close, 
and you say, “I guess I am a 
goner.” If you are here that way 
tonight, I can give you good news. 
This same Simon Peter, the Lord 
didn’t let him go. My friends, I 
am glad the Lord Jesus said back 
there in Hosea, “TI cannot let thee 
go. I am God and not man. I will 
not turn away from you.” Thank 
God, the Lord Jesus hasn’t turned 
old Peter down, but he is a long 
way from the cross. Are you one 
of those far off Christians, a back- 
slidden Christian? Tonight is this

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your case? Poor old Simon Peter. 
The others were like that, too. We 


,don’t know about the rest of them. 
' We like to run old Peter down, but 
*the rest of the disciples weren’t 


far from where Peter was! They 
all deserted Him and flied. The rest 
all quit and went with Peter. When 
he went fishing, they went with 
him. Yes sir. Here they are, away 
out there, scattered, discouraged, 
disheartened, and down in the 
mouth. They think it is all false. 
They doubt their salvation. They 
doubt whether Jesus is the Sav- 
iour or not. It is all gone now and 
only blackness and trouble. Are 
you that way tonight? 

My dear friend, I would come 
right up close to the cross of Je- 
sus Christ tonight if I were you. 
As Peter saw the blood dripping 
down, he probably said, “He must 
have loved us. He didn’t have to 
die. That is for me.” My back- 
slidden friend, that is for you. If 
you would have peace, come on 
back and get up by the cross to- 
night. There is plenty of room. 


Who else was there? Joseph of 
Arimathea was there. I don’t know 
where, but as he looks on, it breaks 
his heart that day. You don’t know 
this man Joseph. Jesus knew him. 
I can’t see the heart of the rich 
man like He can. But old Joseph 
of Arimathea was a rich man, a 


hedrin, a devout man, and every- 
body believed in him. He was a 
saved man, a disciple of Jesus, but 
he couldn’t be up there by the 
cross of Jesus very close and be 
a member of the Sanhedrin. The 
Sanhedrin had condemned Jesus to 
die. Joseph didn’t have part in it, 
and didn’t vote for it. He probably 
told them they ought not to be too 
hasty, but he didn’t tell them he 
was a Christian. He didn’t tell 
them he was one of Jesus’ dis- 
ciples. Joseph was an honorable 
man, a liberal man, a counsellor, 
and yet he was a disciple of Je- 
sus, but secretly for fear of the 
Jews. Some of you here tonight 
are saved. Some of you are saved, 
but you haven’t told it yet. You 
are a Christian, but you didn’t 
tell it. It is a strange thing to 


me, I sometimes talk to somebody, 
and say, “Are you saved?” And 
they say, “Well, no, I guess not.” 
And after I talk to him I see a 
little flicker of a light around there 
somewhere, and after a while he 
finally breaks down and says, 
“When I was a boy in a country 
meeting I did think I was saved. 
I got along all right about a year 
or two, then I got in trouble with 
some boys and was turned out of 
the church.” Or maybe he didn’t 
join the church at aJl. He is saved 
but he has never told his wife 
about it at all, and everybody

Moses saw a bush on fire, but 
the bush didn’t burn up. And Mo- 
ses said, “That is a funny thing. 
I am cultured, I am a man of sci- 
ence. According to all my training 
that bush ought to burn down!” 
And so he went out to see about it. 
He drew near, walked up boldly 
to it, but God’s voice spoke out, 
“Wait a minute! Stand back! Pull 
off your shoes when you come 
here.” Moses was about to learn 


poor fellow! Have you found cases 
like that? So have I. There are 
a lot of cases like that. Joseph 
of Arimathea was like that. 


There was a woman in Allen, 
Texas, I talked to about her soul. 
I worked and sweated and got my 
Bible and read her many Scrip- 
tures. She kept trying to put it 
on a feeling basis. She wanted t 
feel so and so. Little by. little I 
got her to the place where she 
would turn her heart away from 
all that and look to Jesus the best 
the knew how. “Well, if I felt —”’ 
she began to say. “No,” I said, 
‘if you will risk Him, take my 
hand.” And the moment her 
fingers touched mine, she threw up 
her hands and said, “Oh, I was 
saved four years ago when Bud 
was.”’ And she had never told any- 
body. She didn’t claim it. She had 
gone four years that way. 
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that education won't do it, posi- 
tion won’t do it. Your college 
training won't do it. “Get back 
and pull off your shoes when you 
walk up here. You are- in the 
presence of God. I am going to 
call you, Moses. I am going to 
use you.” Get one thing into your 
mind, and brain and heart. God 
could use nobody until he first 
comes in contact with divine fire! 
Moses got at the burning bush in 
the desert what he couldn’t get in 
the universities of Egypt! 

My young people, you plan to 
serve God. You have hopes and 
dreams. You want cultivated 
voices. I love your beautiful sing- 
ing. God bless you, this is mar- 
velous. You long to consecrate all 
your talents. I hope you do. The 
best you have is all too little for 
the Lord. 


I can remember when I thought 
of going to a foreign field. When 
I was a boy I thought I might 
go. There came a time I thought 
of a girl I loved. I thought I 
couldn't take her out of a happy, 
prosperous home —HTI couldn't take 
her among the heathen savages 
where perhaps a fever might take 
her, maybe she would die in a 
strange land! I thought that 
would be too much to ask of any 
girl. But I wasn’t thinking 
straight when I thought that way. 
It came to me after a while that 
the fairest flower was not too good 
for -God. It would only be the 
reasonable thing if God called me 
or my wife to lay down our lives 
in the heart of Africa. That is the 
least you could do. That is “your 
reasonable service!” Yot ought to 
give your best, and I hope you do, 
but get this thing settled — what 
you need above everything else is 
fire from heaven. I hope you learn 
the Bible and everything else for 
you to learn that can be used for 
the Lord. I hope you learn homi- 
letics. I hope you learn it, and 
then when you get through, you 
may have to put some away. It 
is all right to know it. You don’t 
have to use it unless it is good. 
Go ahead and learn all you can, 
and when you do, put it down 
You. are worthless to God 
unless you come to the burning 
bush! If God ever uses you, you 
must draw near and hear God say 
“Take off your shoes.” 


God told Moses that and said, 
“Moses, I am going to send you 
down to Egypt, and Moses, you 
won't have a chance to make a 
speech and show your learning; 
your eloquence. ‘You won’t have a 
chance to come as a member of 
Pharaoh’s household. Go down in 
the power of the Lord God and 
say, “The Lord said let my people 
go.” And in your hand, take this 
staff and God’s power on the staff! 
Moses went down to Egypt with 
this supernatural calling and su- 
pernatural power. He held the rod 
and a plague came on Egypt. 
Water turned to blood, frogs came, 
lice came, darkness, and finally the 
death angel will come! 

Hear me, my friends, listen to 
me. I have made up my mind to 
this, and I here and now take a 
new holy vow, if God Almighty 
will not put a miraculous power on 
this poor tongue of mine, Ged help 
me, I must never presume to speak 
for Him again!

and says, “Oh, you will get far in 
this world,” you had better under- 


stand right now, one day you will 


meet failure and punishment, the 
fire of the wrath of God when you 
go out in human power to try to 
serve God. You can’t do it. 


I have seen many times when I 
didn’t know as much as I know 
now, some brilliant young man 
who was in the service of God who 
Someway got sidetracked. He 
would go into the business world, 
or God took him out of the way 
and he is dead and gone, and I 
mourned, “Oh, what a loss!” How 
foolish! God didn’t need him. God 
has plenty of fire of His own. Ev- 
ery now and then I used to wonder 
when I would hear people say 
when some great man died, “How 
will we do without him?” Don’t 
you worry, God is not in any hole. 
God doesn’t have to have him. God 
doesn’t need any of us. 


Gideon said, “I have all the army 
I can rake and scrape. We have 
got to meet the Midianites, and it 
is going to be a mighty tough 
battle.’’ But God said, “You have 
too many. Send 22,000 home.” He 
had ten thousand left. Gideon 
said, “Boy, we will sure have to 
fight now!” But the Lord said, 
“You have too many yet. Send 
them down to the creek and I will 
try them for you.” And he sent 
all the rest home, except three 
hundred! “Three hundred is all 
you need, just enough to make a 
racket and say, “The Sword of the 
Lord and of Gideon,’” the Lord 
said, “and I will do the fighting.” 


That is where I got the name of 
my paper, “The Sword of the 
Lord and of John R. Rice.” 


God said, “I-am going to have 
the glory. I can do the work.” 
God doesn’t need any of us. It 
is just out of His loving mercy 
that He allows us to have part. If 
anyone gets the idea that God 
surely does need you, one of these 
days you will be against a stone 
wall of failure. It is divine fire, 
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supernatural fire we need, not 
natural fire, human fire. 


Elijah met on Mount Carmel 
the prophets of Baal. He knew 
their way. He said, “Let us prove 
who is God. Get you a bullock 
and I will get one.” They got a 
couple of young steers. “I will 
build my altar, and you build 
yours. You get ready, and put 
wood under yours, but don’t put 
fire under. Don’t put any fire 
under!” 


Everywhere I go I am disgusted 
because preachers say, ““We have 
got to hold the young people! We 
must have a social life, we can’t 
hold the young people if we don’t 
have ball games. We have got to 
have this, and got to have that.” 
You know, the churches in the 
town where I live have more Tom 
Thumb weddings, church parties, 
ball games, suppers, and every 
kind of hell-raising scheme in the 
world to hold the folks and get 
money. It is an abomination to 
God. That is strange fire, not di- 
vine fire. Elijah said, “Put no 
fire under!” God struck Nahab 
and Abihu dead because they used 
homemade fire! 


I know too many revivals de- 
pending on human means instead 
of God’s power. In evangelistic 
work, I used to think, “They have 
got to have the song leader right 
ready to start the song on the 
instant, the pianist ready to give 
the chord just at the right time, 
when I had come just to the ex- 
act psychological moment, after I 
had just given the right illustra- 
tions!” But if we missed the psy- 
chology it was too bad! The serv- 
ice was ruined! I have learned now 
that God doesn’t need psychology 
— The best revivals you will ever 
have, and the best results will be 
when God breaks your plans all 
to pieces and takes you out of 
yourself. He can furnish His own 
power... don’t put any fire under 
it. If we depend on God, not our- 
selves, we will find out who is 
God. And when I have a revival 
what I need out yonder, what I 
need in my church in Dallas, what 
you need to preach somewhere — I 
will tell you what you need. You 
need for God in His infinite mercy 
to reach down from Heaven and 
put fire on the altar where you 
put all you have, little as it is, 
as sorry as it is, but He will put 
His fire on it, and cleanse it and 
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break us up in His own way. God 
send the fire! 


Isaiah was called to the min- 
istry, and he said, 


“In the year that king Uz- 
ziah died I saw also the Lord 
sitting upon a throne, high 
and lifted up, and his train 
filled the temple.” 


And he said, “I neard the voice 
of them that cried, “Holy, holy, 
holy, is the Lord of hosts: the 
whole earth is full of his glory.” 
And he said, “Oh, I am not fit to 
preach. I can’t! I have a dirty 
mouth. I can’t speak! And I live 
in the midst of a people with un. 
clean lips. I can’t do it. How can 
I?” And then an angel of God 
took a coal of fire from off the 
altar and touched his lips and said, 
“Lo, this hath touched thy lips; 
and thine iniquity is taken away, 
and thy sin purged.” And then he 
said, “I heard the voice of the 
Lord saying, ‘Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us?’” Then he 
said, “I will, Lord, I will. Send 
me!” 

I tell you right now before any- 
body here goes out to win souls, 
before anybody here starts a re- 
vival, before anybody accepts a 
pastorate, leads a choir, before you 
do any of that you had better go 
where God touches a coal of fire 
to your tongue and to your lips 
and puts holy words that burn 
and cut and get results for God! 
You need the fire of God above 
everything else in this world. You 
need the fire of God on your min- 
istry! It is not worthwhile other- 
wise! 

Take, if you want to, the case 
of Pentecost and the apostles. 
Those eleven men had better train- 
ing than anybody in this world. 
Every now and then some people 
who do not believe in the second 
coming may be heard jeer at the 
apostles, ‘“Those apostles still be- 
lieved Jesus will have His king- 
dom” and they laugh at that. I 
would rather risk what Peter got 
in his theological training than 
all these “smart Alecs!” He heard 
such matchless words as never fell 
from the lips of another, as Jesus 
spake as never man spake, and 
He came and breathed on them 
and the Holy Ghost came in to 
dwell. He said, “Received ye the 
Holy Ghost’’ and they did. Besides 
that, He opened their understand- 
ing that they might understand 
the Scriptures, and He showed 
them in all the Scriptures the 
things concerning himself. They 
were not only saved, but the Holy 
Spirit had moved in, when Jesus 
had risen from the dead. That 
isn’t all. They have a holy com- 
mission. They were told to go in- 
to all the word. “But wait! You 
haven’t got the fire yet! You have 
to wait for this fire!” He said. He 
wasn’t talking about tongues. He 
wasn’t talking about sinless per- 
fection or other foolishness. “You 
need to wait at Jerusalem until 1 
send the promise of my Father 
upon you,” Jesus said. 

If you want to imitate Pente- 
cost, why not imitate the cyclone? 
Why don’t you imitate the visible 
tongues of fire that were sitting 
on everybody? If you want to im. 
itate something, why don’t you do 
that? The truth of the matter is 
that people take the human part. 
It is one of the sinful shames of 
the tongues movement that they 
take strange fire instead of the 
supernatural fire of God. It is 
wicked to take a buman imitation 
and put it instead of what God 
Himself gave. The tungues of fire 
that fell on the people and were 
visible that day were only a re- 
minder that no one can preach, 
that no one dare try to win souls, 
dare teach the Word whether here 
at this Bible Institute or on a 
field somewhere else, that no one 
dare start out to serve God until 
first of all he has the holy fire 
which God puts upon him, whether 
visible or not, the fire of God! 

All the Bible preachers had it. 
That is what Jeremiah had, and 
He said in the 20th chapter and 
verse 9, 

“Then I said, I will not make 
mention of him, nor speak 
any more in his name. But 


his word was in mine heart... “} 
as a._burning fire shut up in™ 


my.-benes, and I was-weary. . 
with forbearing, and I could 
not stay.” 

“T will quit,” Jeremiah said. “Tt 
is a reproach. It is such a price 
I have to pay, I will not make 
mention of Him nor speak any 
more in His name.” “But his 


| word, was a fire in my bones, and 


I could not stay,” Jeremiah said. 

Oh, if you are going to preach 
for God, you need a fire in your 
heart and in your bones shut up 
until you cannot forbear! Paul 
said, “Woe is me if I preach not 
the gospel. If I do it willingly I 
will get a reward for it. But if 
I don’t I have to do it anyway, 
there is a fire burning and I have 
to preach. Woe is me if I don’t.” 
There is a necessity about it. You 
are not fit to preach nor win souls 
until the fire of God is in your 
bones. I tell you what you need 
to seek today, you need to learn 
that a divine, supernatural, mirac- 
ulous element must be on every 
minister if he would be a blessing. 


How can you change the hard 
heart of a sinner that was born 
wrong the first time,_who is an 
enemy of God, with a disposition 
that makes him against God, so 
that he can’t understand the things 
of God? The man who has no 
tendency toward God, and every- 
thing about him makes him an 
enemy of God—how can you 
transform him into a child of God? 
You can’t do it! All your singing, 
praying, and everything else is in 
vain unless God puts His power on 
it. Our mothers and fathers used 
to sing, and it was heard in the 
old country churches years ago, 


“All is vain unless the Spirit 
Of the Holy One comes down. 

Brethren, pray, and holy manna 
Will be showered all around.” 


And that is what we need, the 
fire from Heaven! That is what 
you need. Oh, human wisdom, hu- 
man wisdom, how it fails! When 
you begin to consider the enormity 
of the task, to change hearts, 
transform lives, you can’t do that. 
What can you do? I will tell ycu 
what you can do. You can bring 
your five little loaves and two 
fishes —and what are they among 
so many —and say, “Lord, this is 
not enough for one, much less five 
thousand. Here are five loaves 
and two fishes. And the Lord can 
take them, and when He blesses 
them and breaks them, then He 
can give them out. 
the five loaves and two fishes there 
is enough! 

Moody said he waited and 
prayed, and prayed two years 
for a_ special 
power from God. On Wall 
Street in New York when he 
walked there visiting friends and 
trying to raise money for his 
school, he said that the blessing 
from God fell on him until he had 
to say, “Oh, Lord, stay Thine hand. 
I-have all I can hold. You will kill 
me.” He preached the same ser- 
mons after that, but the results 
were not the same. He used the 
same illustrations, but the same 
things didn’t happen. He said, 
“What happened that day to me, 
what I got that day -—the wealth 
of the world would be like the 
small dust of the balance compared 
to what I got that day.” 


If we want blessing on our min- 
istry, we must bring what little 
we have and put it all on the altar. 
But you are not to put the fire 
there. I will bring the sacrifice, 
but the Lord will have to put di- 
vine fire on it. We will not bring 
strange fire but wait for the di- 
vine fire. You can say, “I will 
bring my life, it is young and 
fresh. It is an earthen vessel, but 
it can be cleansed and filled.” Then 
you can say, “Lord, purge it, 
cleanse it, anoint it, and put your 
power-on it!” and God can use it. 

It may be only the jawkone of 
an ass, but God doesn’t need 
weapons. He can take that in the

enduement of: 
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hand of Samson and kill a thou- 
sand men. If God could use that 
kind of a jawbone, He can use my 
kind. Lord, I need your fire on 
it, and your power on it. If God 
will anoint that jawbone of yours 
it will be fit to use then, but # 
will never be any other way! °* 


When I started out preaching, 3 
had been a college debater, had 
won scholarships, but when I be- 
gan preaching, I had to throw a 
lot of things away. You have to 
have something you can’t learn in 
school. Make sure you learn this 
—if you don’t get something out- 
side of school, if you don’t get 
sometiing from Heaven, from an- 
other headquarters, you will never 
be any account. You young preach- 
ers: we must have fire from Heav- 
en! 


PRAYER: Our Father, we thank 
Thee -for this brief time.
